Record Car Output; Best Quarter Seen LOWER CAR TAX, 


New York, March 27.—Manu- 
facturers of automotive parts and 


equipment, keeping pace with the 
record car and truck production, 
have had the greatest first quar- 
ter in the history of the industry 
and in all probability will have a 
record first half, as well. Whole- 
salers of service parts, accessories 
and shop equipment likewise en- 
joyed better business than last 
year, according to the Motor and 
Equipment Association. 

Aggregate shipments of parts, 
accessories and garage equipment 
manufacturers to vehicle makers 
and the wholesale trade in Febru- 
ary reached an index figure of 
212 per cent. of the January, 1925 
base, which is 100, a new record 
high, as compared with 188 in 
January this year, 171 in February 
last year and 146 in February 
1927. Both shipments of parts and 
accessories to the car makers and 
of garage repair equipment to the 
trade scored record increases. 

Although figures for March are 
not yet available, original equip-

It was found 
difficult to carry out this plan because of the stringency of 
foreign exchange.

In the Russian magazine, Economic Life, the sugges-| 


tion has just been made that instead of buying motor 


vehicles abroad it will be better to spend the money in buying | 
machinery and other equipment to start factories in Russia | 


to produce motor vehicles there. “These automobiles,” says 
the magazine, “may be inferior to those of foreign design 
and even more expensive, but their manufacture at home 
is considered the only way to motorize the country.” The 
article proceeds to suggest three distinct types of automo- 
biles which will be desirable for Russian service: “Four- 
passenger machines for use in cities; four-passenger 


machines for rural districts, and six-passenger machines | 
chat could give equally good service on highways and on) 


rough country roads.” 

Russia has a special problem in the matter of roads, 
or rather lack of them, and in the smal] per capita wealth. 
Very possibly the Soviet engineers may evolve a type of car 
better suited to Russian needs than any foreign country 
could build. 

We must always remember that Russia has within 
her borders raw materials to build up an automotive 
industry entire, except in the matter of crude rubber. The 
day may come when Russia will be a power to be reck- 
oned with in the industrial world.

8, the question of time to announce 
new model cars has always seemed 
a very vital one. We are one of 
the dealers whose factories an- 
nounce cars in August. To deal- 
ers in a northern country, where 
the selling season is 
affected by winter weather between 
October and April, the summer an- 
nouncement seems wrong. There are 
four points which the announce-

ment at this season raises. They 
are :— 

1—Creates sales resistance 

2—Causes needless expense to 
dealers. 

3—Causes heavy losses on used 
cars. 

4—Causes loss to dealer of the 
advertising value of automobile 
shows. 

First. the announcement to be; 
made in August becomes a “sales 
resistance” as early as April and 


increases in importance each month 
as that date approaches. Thus at a 
time when any resistance should be 
at a minimum, we experience one of 
the hardest to overcome. A _ pur- 
chaser does not like to buy a new 
car which in two or three months 
becomes a year old, so far as model 
is concerned, and purchasers con- 
sider this point very seriously. It 
means a loss to them of two or three 
hundred dollars later, when they 
go to trade again. Each man wants 
to buy the car with the latest im- 
provements. 

The sales resistance has another 
angle which the announcement at 
that season introduces. For a period 
of six weeks to two months follow- 
ing the showing of the new model 
we are unable to get sufficient cars 
to handle our orders. Then, at the 
time we are able to get the cars, the 
season has become too advanced. 
If the cars were announced, as your 
editorial suggests, in November or 
December, we would be able to get

Our new models in De- 
cember would help to make our dull 
winter business better. 

A second point is the stock of cars 
which have to be carried 
the winter. When orders are filled 
then a representative group of the 
cars must be carried on hand for 
display and prompt delivery. This 
means the storage and _ interest 
charges on this stock for months 
during which the number of sales 
are very low. Were the announce- 
ment made later. this expense would 
be lowered, especially the storage 
charge. 

A third phase, and one which is 
equally important, is the used car 
When the announcement is made 
in August, each dealer feels im- 
pelled to get a representative group 
of the new cars out in use. Nearly 
all new cars mean trade-ins At 
the fall of the season very few used 
cars are being sold, with the result 
that practically all used cars taken 
in the fall have to be carried over 
to spring, with the cost of storage. 
interest, repairs. and particularly 
depreciation. Competition will not 
permit the taking of cars at a price 
which will permit dealers to handle 
depreciation for six months in ad- 
vance. Thus the dealer loses con- 








siderable money on such trades 
made in the fall. 

The fourth phase is the Joss to 
dealers of the value in advertising 
of the various shows. Six months 
before the shows, the dealer has 
to spend considerable money to an- 
|nounce his new models. This he 
|gladly does and receives good re- 
| sponse from his customers, but at 
|the time the shows are attempting 
| to stimulate sales, his cars are al- 
| most “old models.” The people visit- 
ing the shows are only mildly inter- 
| ested in his cars, but they take keen 
notice of the competitor’s car which 
| has just been announced. 





Thus four vital elements enter 
into the announcement. A_ great 
many dealers with whom we are

Among a number of new devel- 
epments shown in lantern slides 
and described at a recent meeting 
of the Pennsylvania section of the 
Society of Automotive Engineers 
by J. W. Winchester, superintend- 
ent of motor equipment of the 
Standard Oil Company of New 
Jersey, is a tank truck for fueling 
airplanes. High-grade fuel is 
pumped up through a meter to 
the airplane tank, no cans being 
used. Lubricating oil tanks are 
carried at the sides of the fuel 
tank, and an air pump is pro- 
vided for inflating the airplane 
tires. Water can also be supplied, 
if necessary. 

Another development is a novel 
frameless tank truck of about 2,400 
gallons capacity, the design for 
which was worked out by certain 
truck makers only after a great deal 
of difficulty was experienced in in- 
ducing them to undertake it. 

One of the experimental trucks 
has run approximately 70,000 miles 
and another has run 30,000 miles.

Ignition Distributors Must Give 


Fast, Accurate and Reliable Service 


The high degree of precision re- 
quired in present automobile en- 
gine ignition systems is indicated 
by the fact that at 3,000 revolu- 
tions per minute of a six-cylinder 
engine using a six-lobe distributor 
cam, the contacts are opened and 
closed 150 times a second, remain- 
ing each time on contact for ap- 
proximately .004 of a second. This 
was pointed out by J. T. Fitzsim- 
mons of the Delco-Remy Corpora- 
tion, at a recent national meeting 
of the Society of Automotive En- 
gineers. 

At 4,500 revolutions per minute of 
the engine the time interval has 
been reduced to .00026 of a second
